Vote “‘yes” in today’s referendum 


The most surprising — and possibly en- 
lightening development at last Friday’s 
open meeting was the absence of an articulate 
opposition to the idea of tomorrow’s study 
session. 


It is unfortunate that Loyola’s’ adminis- 
tration, by formally refusing to cancel classes 
tomorrow, has taken it upon itself to fill 
that vacuum. 


There was dissent on Friday; anyone 
who was there could have determined that. 
But the arguments against the study session 
and against any moral support for the striking 
CEGEP students hinged around those pe- 
destrian, out-dated absurdities which the 
Loyola community has clung to for so long. 


They're familiar to anyone’s ears: UGEQ 
‘didn’t support us’ last March, so why 
should we now? What relevance do the 
problems of French -CEGEP students have 
to us? The administration hasn't given it 
its blessing, so how can we act? How can 
we afford to take one whole day off from 
classes for something called a study session? 


To the surprise of many, the Loyola 
student body overwhelmingly rejected these 
on Friday.

One of the major complaints 
of the French CEGEP students 
is that fact that they have to 
commute from class to class in 
some cases, as their CEGEP 
is a wide-spread conglomeration 
of former classical colleges. 

On the second point, many of 
the province’s 20-odd CEGEP’s 
house less than the recommended 
number of students, and acade- 
mic quality is imparied. 

CEGEP students are also de- 
manding participation in institute 
government to a greater extent 
than they are now permitted. 

The provincial law establishing 
CEGEP’s in 1967, Bill 21, urged 
that, as much as possible, pro- 
fessors from the existing clas- 
sical colleges be retained for 
the CEGEP’s. Apparently many 
of these teachers lack the quali- 
fications for the new pre-uni- 
versity and vocational levels. 

One of the primary resons for 
the establishement of composite 
general and vocational college is 
well put in Volume 11 of the 
Parent Report- 





“As far as vocational educa- 
tion is concerned, it has suffered 
from its dissociation from gene- 
ral education. It has become 
too exclusively concerned with 
practical application.” 

Virtually hunderds of post- 
secondary institutions existed in 
Quebec before the establishement 
of CEGEP’s. This was one 
of the reasons for their creation, 
at least in the French sectors. 
As the Parent Report puts it: 

“This bare enumeration clear- 
ly indicates the waste of energies 
and resources which afflicts this 
sector of education. 

“Certainly such a_ scattering 
of institutions was no doubt able, 
in days gove by, to meet the 
needs of families in the country 
and in small towns, who there had 
close at hand some institution in 
which their children might conti- 
nue their studies.” 

The report goes on: 

“This is what has led us to 
recommend for everyone a se- 
condary school course not ex- 
ceeding five years. 

“The student however, is not 
ready to embark on specialized 
higher studies before reaching 
the age of 18 or even 19. 

He has not yet acquired the 
necessary general education, 
sufficiently developed the habits 
of personal work, or delved 
deeply in enough fields of know- 
ledge to prove his worth in the 
studies appropriate to higher e- 
ducation”.

CEGEPS still occupied 


The number of occupied CE- 
GEP’s across the province is 
slowly increasing, but many have 
shown reluctance to take any ra- 
dical steps to further demands 
for reform. 

CEGEP’s now occupied in 
whole or in part include: Lionel 
Groulx (Ste. Thérése), Lionel 
Groulx (St. Jérome), Edouard 
Montpetit, Bois de Boulogne, Val- 
leyfield, Rosemont, Maisonneu- 
ve, Ahuntsic, Laval, Vieux Mont- 
réal and Hull. 

Most of the province’s 13 or 14 
other CEGEP’s are holding stu- 
dy sessions and will decide on a 
couse of action by the middle of 
this week. 


However, there are some CE- 
GEP’s in out lyeing areas of 
Quebec which have not as yet 
acted in any way. The include 
the CEGEP’s of Rouyn, Gaspé, 
Thetford Mines and Jonquieére. 


Radio station CJVM at the 
CEGEP de Vieux Montréal, and 
similar to Radio Loyola here, 
keeps constant tabs on the status 
of the province’s CEGEP’s. 


Other institutions in the pro- 
vince, most of them in the Mont- 
real metropolitan area, are oc- 
cupied by their students in sym- 
pathy with their CEGEP coun- 
terparts. 


Meanwhile, Education Minister 
Jean-Guy Cardinal has announced 
that there will definitely be a 
second French-language uni- 
versity on the Island of Montreal 
by next September. 


In June, 1969, some of the 
French CEGEP’s will graduate 
their first senior class and this 
is expected to result in demands 
for increased university space. 


Administrators from the pro- 
vince’s CEGEP’s, though stron- 
gly urging their students to return 
to classes and to relinquish con- 
trol of the colleges, agree with 
the students on several issues.

sembly to determine the type of 
action their students want to take. 

A meeting of all council presi- 
dents in Quebec will be held 
Thursday night to determine what 
conclusions were reached at the- 
se general assemblies, and to 
decide what further action should 
be taken. 

Bourbeau said he deplored the 
lack of proper channels within 
UGEQ to allow individual stu- 
dents to express themselves. “It 
is only the students who are in a 
position to determine the solu- 
tions to the problems they face,” 
he said. He felt meetings such 
as was held at Loyola on Friday 
were opening those channels of 
communication. 

When asked if the administra- 
tion would co-operate with the 
students by cancelling classes on 
Wednesday Fr. Gerard McDo- 
nough, -S.J., Dean of Students, 
said, “If there is a genuine de- 
sire on the part of the student 
body and the student directorate, 
then it is highly possible classes 
will be cancelled”’. 

He pointed out however, that 
the approval of the deans of the 
various faculties would have to 
be obtained before a decision 
could be taken. 


L.M.S.A. president McDougall 
said he would approach the faculty 
association to ask for their co- 
operation in the matter. 


Several times during the two 
hour meeting the argument was 
raised that the CEGEP problem 
had no relevance to Loyola. But 
those in favor of taking action 
argued that the situation was 
directly related to our own. 

It was pointed out that a great 
similarity exists between the 
grievances of the French speak- 
ing students and those of Loyola. 
McDougall said that the problems 
facing the French language CE- 
GEPs right now would be exactly 
~the same in the next few years 
when the English CEGEPs are 
established. 

The main complaint of the 
French students is twofold. 
First, they say there will be no 
room for them in the universitie 
when they graduate, and second, 
they feel their education under 
the CEGEP system does not 
qualify them for any particular 
job once they leave school.

That was 
more than a week ago, and as 
yet those inside have shown no 
sign of ending their occupation.
